APOSTLE MOSES THATCHER 
was the first speaker. He said he had listened with deep interest to the 
remarks made during this conference, and rejoiced in the spirit under 
which they had been spoken. He trusted that he would enjoy a portion 
of that same spirit to guide in what he might now utter. Upon the sub- 
ject of sacrifice, Apostle Thatcher pointed out the great sacrifice which 
our Redeemer made for mankind in order to save us from our sins. 
During the speaker’s missionary labors in the City of Mexico he was met 
by some young gentlemen who admitted that they had watched his move- 
ments closely; they had never seen him enter houses of ill-repute, saloons, 
and other places of evil resort, and while they honestly believed that the 
religion which he represented was the true one, yet they confessed they 
would rather pursue the path in which their feet were set, and go down 
to destruction rather than identify themselves with a cause which called 
for such great self-sacrifice as did the religion of the Latter-day Saints. 

Apostle Thatcher then made a statement of evidences of devotion ex- 
hibited by members of the Catholic church in Mexico. They underwent, 


in ‘their religious fervor, all kinds of hardships, that they might exhibit 
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the spirit of. . and by that means be accepted of God. This 
devout spirit was mostly manifested by the female portion of society. He 
brought up these things, he said, to show the hold that Romanism had 
upon the minds of the people of Mexico; and while he would not stand 
up here to criticise the religion of others, he desired to say that Catholi- 
cism in Mexico differed in many respects from Catholieism in Europe or 
the United States. It adapted itself to the conditions of the people, and 
much of it was show, in order to enthrall the minds of the ignorant and 
the mixed races of that peculiar land. But when it came to sincerity 
and devotion there could be no question but what it was largely found 
there. 

The authorities of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints were 
worthy of the confidence of the Saints. The latter should uphold and 
sustain them. Love begets love and confidence begets confidence, there- 
fore we should love and trust each other. If wrongs existed in the Church 
they could not be corrected by the masses of the people, but by the proper 
tribunals, established for the settlement of differences. Keep well culti- 
vated the strong cord of affection and look up to those in authority with 
trust and confidence. He thanked God with his whole heart that we had 
with us this afternoon the Presidency of the Church. To-day we were, as 
a people, in the enjoyment of liberty, which was near and dear to us, and 
he rejoiced i in the society of these men to bless and comfort the Saints on 
this occasion. 

He prayed that the blessings of the Lord might bei in the midst of this 

people and that they might follow the light of inspiration. 

APOSTLE F. D. RICHARDS : 
read from the Sixty-fifth Section of the Doctrine and Covenants on the 
subject of prayer, being a revelation given through the Prophet J oseph 
Smith in October, 1831, at Hiram, Portage County, Ohio. The coming of 
the Lord Jesus Christ was the great point at which this prayer seemed to 
be directed—the object of our work here upon the earth and endeavor 
continually to spread abroad the Kingdom of God here below. We were 
called upon to lay the foundation of a great and mighty work upon the 
earth, and to prepare the people of all nations for the second coming at 
the Lord. 

This was the greatest of all dispensations; Ho the work which the 
Prophet Joseph Smith continued to unfold to our vision, as set forth in 
some of his last sermons on the immense responsibilities resting upon this 
people, it devolved upon us now to carry forward. Trials and persecutions 
had beset all the faithful sons and daughters-of God from the days of our 
Savior, and this would be the lot of all true Christians as long as life. 
lasted. Many of the Saints who embraced the Gospel in their native lands 
were spurned in consequence by their friends at home, but they were con- 
tent to make any sacrifice for the Gospel’s sake, and gathered with their 
brothers and sisters in these valleys. But in all our trials the Lord had 
been with us, and the greater the sacrifice the greater would be the bless- 
ing. The speaker cited some of the struggles. through which the Saints 


passed in the early days of the Church, but showed how, through all, the 
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Lord’s hand had protected us. Falsehoods had been circulated broadcast 
concerning this people, but a change for the better seemed to be coming in 
this respect. The Lord has brought us here to make our light shine upon 
the nations of the earth as well as upon the people around us. 

In regard to the Salt Lake Temple, the speaker expressed his confidence 
that the hel p required to complete it would be forthcoming, and that in 
six months from now the building would be dedicated to God. Then 
there would be four temples in the Territory of Utah. Let us treat the 
strangers who come within our gates with Christian love, and he doubted 
not that here and there among the honest i in heart would be found those 
who would embrace our faith. sia te 

After urging the importance of secret prayer, Apostle Richards remarked 


upon the fact that the Book of Mormon has now been published in some 


ten different languages, most of which he enumerated, and advocated at 
the forthcoming World’s Fair the establishment of a department where 
the Church works printed in the various languages might be obtained. 
Copies would thus find their way into foreign countries and so the truth 
would be spread abroad among the nations. The speaker directed the 
attention of the Seventies to this subject. It was a great work which 
devolved upon us to send forth the Gospel message to the human family, 
and he yet looked forward to the accomplishment of great things by the 
servants of God in this and other lands. This was the Lord’s work, and, 
knowing it, we should go forward laboring unceasingly.

PRESIDENT GEORGE d. CANNON. 

Following i isa brief outline of his remarks: He had 1 these meet- 
ings to-day very much, and expressed his great regret that he could not 
be present on the opening day. This was a time when we could tempor- 
arily forget and lay aside the cares, perplexities, and annoyances of life, 
listen to words of counsel, and partake of that heavenly influence which 


always prevailed in these conferences. The Lord had wrought great 


things in our behalf. This latter-day work was a standing miracle in the 
eyes of all the nations of the earth; it. was a continued testimony, an 


indestructible work. It was not the plan, wisdom, or device of man that 


had wrought out such wonderful results which we witnessed here on every 
hand; and the Lord would hold the inhabitants of the earth accountable 
for the knowledge they had concerning this work, but which they did not 


make a proper use of. Where could be found anything like it in the whole 


world? This Church was founded and had been carried on in the face of 
all the opposition that had been brought to bear against it. He rejoiced 


that the Saints could meet together in conference under such favorable cir- 


cumstances as now prevailed, and that the heavens were still open to us. 
This was the only Church on the face of the earth, so far as he knew, that 
gave to every worthy male member thereof the Priesthood and the author- 
ity to officiate in the ordinances of the House of God. God intended to 
make of us a great and mighty people. He had revealed to us that we are 


: His children; and what a glorious revelation this was 
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This Gospel would bring us back into the presence of God and the Lamb 
if we only obeyed all its principles and remained faithful unto the end.

A priesthood meeting was held in u the een on the evening of 
April 7, beginning at 7 Oclock. The first speaker was President Joseph 
F. Smith. He gave much practical instruction upon the subj ect of looking 
after the moral and religious welfare of the young, and seeing that they 
were not permitted to spend their time in idleness. He also spoke depre- 
catingly of the disregard paid by many to the commandment of God in 
relation to the observance of the Sabbath day. The concluding portion 
of his discourse was devoted to the evils growing out of going into debt 
without sufficient reason; the dangers of extravagance and class distino- 
tions on the basis of wealth. He also exhorted his hearers to contribute 
generously to the funds needed to complete the Temple in this city. 

President Woodruff followed by delivering a discourse upon the magni- 
tude of the work of God and the responsibilities raving upon those who 
held the Priesthood. 

President George Q. Cannon spoke upon the importance of — holding 
high office in the Church being careful as to how they used their authority, 
as they would be held to a strict accountability by the Lord for the man- 
ner in which they exercised their callings.

| A GREAT DISCOVERY. 


Lonpon, October 25.— [Special. r announces the 
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chemicals direct from brine by electricity. The new proves it ia asserted, 
effects a saving of 50 per cent. compared with the old methods 
Eminent chemists have pronounced the new process a success. 

A Herald reporter exhibited a copy of the above to Professor Kingsbury 
at the Utah University to learn the local significance of the discovery in 
view of the utilization of the brine of the Great Salt Lake for the man- 
ufacture of soda. The professor read the tissue paper copy and while 
there was a total absence of details his chemistry taught him that elec- 
tricity produced ozone and ozone is a great oxidizer. The carbonate of 
soda is half made in the lake and when the temperature falls below the 
freezing point in the winter season sulphate of soda drifts up on the shore 
and many wagon loads of it have been gathered after a storm. When the 
factory for its manufacture was started near the Warm Springs they ac- 
cumulated an immense amount of it in manufacturing carbonate of soda, . 
or soda ash, used in making glass. By the introduction of electricity 
there would be an oxidization of the common salt by which the chlorine 
would be set free and soda produced. 

The discovery of this process for cheapening the . of soda at 
the present time is of unusual interest, as it enters largely into the man- 
ufacture of glass. With natural gas, cheap soda and the fine white sands 
that are so abundant in this locality, glass could be made more = 
here than at any point in the West.—Salt Lake Herald. | 


FACTS AND EVENTS. 


The North German Lloyd’s steamer Weimar, which left Breman for Baltimore on 
October 20, with 2,000 emigrants, will be detained in quarantine for twenty days at Cape 
with view to task the $0 check 
immigration. 

A fight took place at Head Prior River, near Ossper, Wyoming, U. S. A., on November 
2, in which three mounted policemen, who were hunting for James Moore, a notorious 
horse thief, were killed. Moore learned of the approach of the officers, and concealing 
himself in the bush by the roadside, shot and killed all three with a Winchester rifle 
before they could return his fire with effect. 

A great sensation was caused at Sydney, Australia, November 3, by the discovery made 
at Macdonald Town, a place situated in the county of Cumberland, between Newtown 
and Alexandria. In the yard attached to the house of a man named Makin, the bodies 
of seven infants were unearthed, and there seemed reason to believe that a baby farm had . 
been discovered; Makin and the members of his family were arrested. : 


At North Walsham, England, on November 4, a nurse girl, aged 15, was charged with 
diabolical cruelty to the infant child of a veterinary surgeon, by administering pius to it. 
The child which is seven months old, had passed over 8 dozen pins. It suffered intense 
agony. The prisoner at first said she knew nothing about it, but afterwards admitted 
to a fellow-servant that she stuffed pins into the baby’s mouth as it lay in the cradle. 


A recent invention is one that is to immortalize Adelina Patti, the Queen of song.” 
A firm of speculators, it is said, have undertaken to construct a dummy Patti, whose 
component parts will be wax, clock-work machinery, and a phonograph. The model will 
have all the pretty gracious little ways which have endeared the live Patti to her audi- 
ences. It will appear and disappear, curtsey, gesticulate, and greet applause with a 
pleased and triumphant smile. Already at every concert where the heaven-made Patti 
sings, there is a secret force of conspirators, armed with recording phonographs. — 0 
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The Duke of Marlborough was found dead in his bed at Blenheim Palace, England, 
on the morning of November 9, the outward symptoms indicating heart disease as the 
cause of death. The Duke, who was in his forty-ninth year, is succeeded by his son, the 
Marquis of Blandford. 

At Manchester, England, on November 5, a gigantic strike, in which 60,000 operatives 
are reported to have been thrown out of employment, commenced in the Lancashire and 
Cheshire cotton trade, consequent upon the refusal of the operatives to accept a reduction 
of 5 per cent. in wages. 

The ironclad Howe, of the Royal Navy of Great Britain, ran ashore at Ferrol, on the 
northwestern coast of Spain, 320 miles from Madrid, on the evening of November 2. The 
vessel was a total loss. She was one of the finest specimens of a battleship ever made, 


having a displacement of 10,000 tons, and was completed in 1887, at a cost, exclusive of 


armament of nearly ‘$3,000, 000, and was amongst the most formidable ironclads in the 
British navy. 

Miss Ada Rehan, a well-known American actress has been paid a remarkable compli- 
ment. She has accepted an invitation from the promoters of the World’s Fair at Chicago, 
U.S.A., to stand as the model for a magnificent statue of Justice, which is about to be 
cast for the great exhibition. She ‘has been chosen for this honor as being physically, one 
of the most perfect types of American womanhood. It is said, however, that Miss Rehan 
in not an American. She was born in Limerick, Ireland; spent her girlhood days in that 
historic city, and rejoices in the good old Irish name of Crehan. She was ten years of 
ase when her parents emigrated to the United States. The statue is to be in solid silver, 

eight feet high, and will stand on a gold pedestal. The estimated cost is $300,000. 

An extraordinary scene took place on the night of November 13, at the headquarters 
of the Paris division of the Salvation Army. It appears that about 200 worshippers were 
gathered at the hall, when a body of persons not belonging to the Salvation Army entered, 
and at once began to ridicule the religious practice of the Salvationists. The annoyance 
having been continued for some time, one of the officers of the Army, who wished to put 
an end to the disturbance, threw a pail of boiling water over the unruly visitors, A 
scene of wild confusion ensued, in the course of which blows were freely exchanged, and 
a Salvation Army cadet drew a revolver, which, however, he was prevented from using. 
The fracas ended by the Salvationists and their opponents being taken to the local police 
station. 

A remarkable incident occurred at Baltimore, Maryland, U. S. A., Noveusher 13, in 
‘connection with the Presidential election. It was observed that two British steamers, 
lying off a point in the bay, were gaily decorated. The people on shore thought that the 
signs of rejoicing were in honor of some interesting event in great Britain. It subee- 
quently transpired, however, that the display had been ordered by the shore captain of 
the company to which the vessel belonged, on the ground that the British had as good 
reason to rejoice as the Americans at Mr. Cleveland’s election. The residents in the 
vicinity, both Democrat and Republican, expressed great indignation, and protested to 
the custom’s officials. The latter then communicated with the agents of the company, 
who promptly ordered the decorations to be removed. 

Grover Cleveland, the Democratic candidate for the presidency of the United States, 

was elected on November 8. The returns show that the Democrats won a decisive vic- 
- tory, and that Mr. Cleveland was elected by a far larger majority than was anticipated 

by hie most sanguine supporters. He was successful in all the doubtful States New 

York, New Jersey, Indiana, Illinois, and Connecticut—and carried the solid South. He 

will probably have at least 270 votes in the Electoral College, to which may be added 

three more from Montana. The Republicans gained some seats in the elections to Con- 
gress; but it is estimated that the Democratic majority in the next House of Representa- 
tives will not be less than 100, and that, in combination with the People's Alliance” 

representatives, they will be able to control the Senate for the first time since the 9

THE LATE GENERAL CONFERENCE. 


One of the most spirited and interesting gatherings of its kind, ever held 
in the history of the Church, was the General Conference which closed at 
Salt Lake City, on October 9, 1892. During the entire session of four 
days the multitude was so large that hundreds were turned away, unable 
to gain ingress to the Tabernacle; a feature that is sufficient to dash to 
pieces the predictions and hopes of those who have imagined and desired 
the speedy collapse of “Mormonism,” which is the fulness of the everlasting 
Gospel. As each half-year rolls around, the impression becomes a convic- 
tion that the time is not far distant when more spacious accomodations 
will have to be provided for the vast number of people who gather from 
all parts of Utah, and surrounding region, to be instructed in the prin- 
ciples and duties of their religion, by the inspired of the Lord. 

The character of the teachings during the session were such as none of 
the religious teachers of the world give to their disciples. Practical, full 
of wisdom, and thoroughly calculated in their nature to promote the 
spiritual and temporal interests of the entire people, their aim was to 
bring about a complete oneness, to break down social distinctions, and to 
raise and elevate all classes to the enjoyment of the rights and privileges 
that the Great Creator designs that His children shall enjoy. 

As will have been seen from the minutes of the conference published in 
the Stak, nearly all the general authorities of the Church were in atten- 
dance, while almost every stake and ward in Utah, and in the surrounding 
states, were represented. The manifestation of the power and Spirit of 
God, through His servants, the Presiding Priesthood, was a noticeable 
feature of the proceedings. The enunciations of the speakers breathed a 
spirit of encouragement with reference to the proper performance of the 
practical duties of life; and the exercise of genuine charity towards all 
classes was particularly enjoined. The remarks were also characterized 
by a beautiful spirit of gratitude and thankfulness to God, for the bless- 
ings so signally manifested in behalf of His people, and for the changed 
condition of public sentiment concerning the Latter-day Saints, indicated 
by the growing disposition among non- -“ Mormon” to 
to them their — 
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as presented at the late 
— and at the conference held last April, it will have been notioed 
that death had caused but one vacancy during the six months President 
Jacob Gates, of the Seventies, having departed this life to join his 
brethren behind the vail. 

The latter-day representatives of Him “who spake as never man spake,” 
though far advanced in years, as many of them are, were filled with un- 
wonted vigor and energy, and everybody must be struck with the Christ- 
like character of the instructions that were imparted. Especially was 
this the case with President Woodruff, whose powerful discourse and 
presence were a source of profound joy to the thousands assembled. The 
deep interest being taken in the welfare of the youthful element among 

the Saints was a marked feature connected with the conference. The 
preaching of the everlasting Gospel, restored through the instrumentality 
of the Prophet Joseph Smith, to all the inhabitants of the earth, as a 
witness, before the final day of the Lord, will devolve, to a great degree, 
‘upon the-rising generation; and their qualification for this mighty work 
is a matter of vital importance. That they should be taught in principles 
of personal purity, righteousness, honesty, and sobriety were particularly 
emphasized; and as valuable aids to the accomplishment of this great 
work, the Mutual Improvement Associations of Zion were encouraged in 
their grand efforts. Backbiters and faultfinders were admonished to turn 
from their evil ways, and all were encouraged to seek first the Kingdom 
of God and His righteousness, lest they be deprived of that power which 
He gives to the faithful to withstand the trials and temptations of mor- 
A subject that is dear to the heart of every true Latter-day Saint—the 
building of temples to the Most High—received a commensurate share of 
attention; and the importance of completing the Salt Lake Temple in 
time for dedication next April was eloquently urged. The call met witha 
hearty response from the leading members of the Priesthood, in the shape 
of contributions; that was very encouraging. It was decided to make an 
apportionment to the various Stakes, so that the necessary funds for the 
completion of the building should be forthcoming, that when the sixth of 
. April—the day appointed for the dedication—shall arrive, it shall be free 
from debt, and prepared to be sanctified to the Almighty. It is also the 
intention to have the dedicatory services continued from day to day, until 
all who are worthy to enter the building shall have the privilege of taking 
part in the ceremonies. 
A most delightful feature of the proceedings—one that i is characteristic 
of the Latter-day Sainte—was the music rendered. The spectacle pre- 
sented by the great worshipping multitude of people as they arose and 
joined in sacred song, with the accompaniment of the grand organ, was 
an awe-inspiring sight, and one calculated to arouse in the human breast 
a spirit of thankfulness to the Lord, for His generosity in giving to man- 
kind the art of music—one of the most magnificent and delightful presents 
he has ever given to His children. This feeling of gratitude is greatly 
enhanced by the thought that the chosen of the Lord are using this gift 
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to praise their Maker, for music sounds the sweetliest in their ears when 
the ty inspires it. 


In a word, the counsels and 
* important; and, being dictated and accompanied by the Spirit of 
God, they were received by willing hearts. Since the establishment of the 
Church —sixty-two years ago— God has led His Saints, through their 
leaders, by the voice of inspiration and revelation, through many trials 
and difficulties. The Saints in the European Mission, in rejoicing with

Apostle Young said that to the world it seemed the height of pre- 
sumption, on the part of the Latter-day Saints, to claim that this is the 
only true church established upon the earth, and that the “Mormons” 
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were preaching’ the only true Gospel. The people ef the world do not 
believe that the Latter-day Saints had the Gospel. The former believed 
in the doctrines of men, which would fail. Their faith was like the 
house built upon the sands, that, when the waves of truth dashed against 
its walls, it fell. The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints is the 
only true church upon the earth to-day, and all things will flow to Zion. 
God will gather His people from all parts of the earth. The honest in 
heart were not all gathered. Light is in the world, and those who reject 
it will be condemned. The Elders should be careful in. preaching the 
Gospel, that prejudice might not arise. Patience should be exercised with 
those not of our faith; while a kind, brotherly spirit should be cultivated, | 
to successfully pave the way for the Gospel’s promulgation to the honest 
in heart. If the message is rejected, God will judge them accordingly. 
The winding-up scene of all things is close at hand. The Gospel should 
be presented in all plainness to the people; and its introductors should 
be wise as serpents and harmless as doves. President Young testified to 
the restoration of the Gospels in a the nen and to the Gifts attending 
the same. 

Elder S. B. Obe testified to the truthrof the Mrd week: His 
experience in preaching the Gospel had taught him the necessity of de- 
pending upon the Lord in all things. The Saints were looked upon as a 
deluded people, but if the people of the world would investigate the doc- 
trines 4s taught by them they would find the teachings of the Latter-day 
Saints were in accordance with those given in the Bible, and the same as 
were taught by Jesus and His Apostles. Faith, repentance, baptism, and 
the laying on of hands for the reception of the Holy Ghost, were requisites 
for entrance into the Kingdom of God. The people of the world tell us 
that baptism is not for the remission of sins, but that faith, alone, is 
sufficient. Elder Clawson referred to the case of Nicodemus as illustrating 
the necessity of baptism for remission of sins, and said that those who 
taught contrary to the Bible would suffer condemnation. They who 
doubted the truth of the work should prove by the Bible its authenticity, 
and if investigation proved its a it should be embraced by the 
honest in heart ofalllands. 

Elder Barratt deemed it a ene to live in this diapeunation, when 
the fulness of the everlasting Gospel had been restored. Like Job, he re- 
joiced that the foundation of the earth had been laid, and that he had 
kept his first estate. Few, he said, would find that straight and narrow 
path which leads to life eternal: We must eradicate from our minds the 
erroneous idea prevalent among some that, after we had obeyed the first 
principles of the Gospel, we were saved. The race was not to the swift, 
nor the battle to the strong, but to those who endureth to the end. We 
must continue to press on, to take hold of the Iron Rod and be faithful. 
Many were called, but few were chosen, and it behooved us to pray incess- 

antly for the help of God, to assist us to withstand the trials and persecu- 
A hymn was sung, after which Elder Young said that he was thankful 
for the Spirit of the Lord, which was present at this conference. No man, 
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said he, can teach the things of God except by the Spirit of God, and he 
desired that Spirit to assist him. He felt that when he was called to 
preach the Gospel God had chosen a weak instrument. He deemed it an 
honor to be a messenger of life and salvation, and knew that the Gospel 
was true. The world looks upon us as a peculiar people. We have one 
faith, one baptism, and one God. This doctrine of oneness excludes all 
others. Its exclusiveness was taught to Adam, who fell that man might 
be. Noah preached the exclusive message, and the gathering into the ark 
was the result. The people in the world, to-day, are like those in the days 
of Noah, who believed that there were many roads to salvation. But 
there is only one; and as we look over the records of the past, we shall 
find that whenever God had a people upon the earth, this same exclusive 
message was taught. When people hear the Elders preach in the streets 
their first remark is, “These are ‘Mormons,’ unlearned men, they cannot 
be teachers of Christ.” Elder mere to the truth 
of the work.

Elder Solomon, the first speaker, stated that man could be made n 
by obedience to the laws of the Gospel. We should exereise charity, 
kindness, and remember the golden rule. The Savior taught these things, 
and we should banish all corruption and become like unto Him. He re- 
ferred to Christ's sermon on the mount, and exhorted the Saints to be 
pure in heart, particularly the Elders, who, though in many instances not 
‘educated in houses of learning, were called and ordained—as were the 
Apostles of old—to act as teachers to mankind. The speaker referred to 
the last command that the Savior gave before ascending to His Father, 
and said that it was the statement of the world that such ordinances as 
baptism by immersion, and laying on of hands for the reception of the | 
Holy Ghost, were done away with. He wished to know where the world 
obtained authority for such assertions. Referring to the recent festivities 
in Spain, in honor of Columbus, Elder Solomon quoted from the Book of 
Mormon (1 Nephi xiii. 12) to show that the discovery of the New World 
was the fulfillment of a prophecy uttered over two thousand years ago. 
Columbus was a servant of God, and, like the Pilgrim Fathers—who 
crossed a great ocean to escape captivity and enjoy the privilege of wor- 
shipping God according to the dictates of their own consciences— prepared 
the Jand for the restoration of the Gospel. We are living in the days 
when the predictions of all the ancient prophets are being fulfilled.

Elder. Thatcher was the first speaker. He knew that when God did 


anything it was difficult for man to improve upon it. The Gospel has 
been established in all its fulness by God, and man-made doctrines could 


not prevail against it. This was an adulterous generation, in which signs 
were wanted. The history of the Jews at the time of our Savior proved 
that signs were not productive of good. The greater the evidence which 
the Savior presented to prove that He was the Christ, the greater was He 
persecuted. The case of Lazarus was quoted as illustrative of this fact. 


The chief rulers of the Jews preferred the praise of men to that of God, 


as was the case in our day. The ministers of to-day, who profess to 
preach the Gospel, had no authority from God to do so, for no man taketh 
this honor unto himself except he is called of God, as was Aaron. They 
were the false teachers as spoken of by the Savior, whom much learning 
had made mad. There are many people in the world who know that the 


doctrines as taught by the Latter-day Saints are true, but who have not 
the moral courage to face the scoffs and jeers of the wicked and follow 


their convictions. They sin against light and intelligence, and their 
punishment would be great unless repentance was speedily forthcoming. 
Paul was one of the greatest enemies to the truth, but when once he knew 


its divinity, he appeared as one of its most able defenders, and said he 


was the greatest of living sinners. The Apostacy was referred to, and a 
quotation given from Thessalonians, proving that there would be a general 
falling away, and that the time would come when the Gospel would be 
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which the restoration of the Gospel—by an angel was to be effected. 
Elder Thatcher bore a strong testimony to the fulfillment of that 
prophecy. The Gospel is here in all its purity and fulness, having been 
restored by an angel in the latter days. It was to preach this glad message 
that he had left home. He realized his weakness, but it is stated the 
Lord chooses the weak things of earth to confound the wise. God chooses 
the humble to do His work, and the fact that the Gospel was rejected by 
so many was in fulfillment of a prophecy, that in the last days men would 
not endure sound doctrine, but would heap unto themselves teachers 
having itching ears, etc. 

_ Elder Ottley said that those who neglected their meetings - failed to 
meet with the Saints would, in time, become spiritually dead.. Those who 
attended regularly would.be built up and strengthened. Those who had 
held prominent positions in the Church in the early days, found it neces- 
' gary to feed the spirit continually, or they would fall. He rejoiced in the 
knowledge that the power which God had delegated to man upon earth 
away. 

Elder Thorn stated that we were here for the purpose of 3 the: 
object God had in placing us upon the earth. We had this knowledge 
previous to taking tabernacles of flesh, but upon assuming the cares of. 
mortality it was taken from us. Weare here to prove ourselves, and, in 
accordance with every other principle, we must commence at the begin- 
ning for a successful accomplishment. In learning the Gospel, we must 
commence with the first principles; faith must. be exercised in order to 
overcome our weaknesses. If this faith is magnified it will a 
assist in overcoming the powers of the adversary. _ 

Apostle Young was the next speaker. He referred to the in of one - 
ness that characterized the Saints. The missionaries in all lands were 
pProclaiming the same truths as were uttered at this conference. The 
_ speaker recognized the same spirit no matter where he had found a Saint; 
the grasp of the hand, the expression of the countenance, manifested 
the Spirit of God. The enemies of this people had tried many times to 
overthrow the work of God, which Joseph Smith, the Prophet, was in- 
strumental in introduoing, but they had failed in every attempt. The 
work was progressing, and would continue to progress, until the purposes 
of the Almighty were carried out. Apostle Young referred in glowing. 
terms to the perseverance and integrity of the pioneers of Utah, and 
described that noble edifice—the Salt Lake Temple which, in the provi- 
dence of the Almighty, will be dedicated to the Most High in April next. 
The Saints had much to be thankful for, and the time is not far distant 
when a temple will be built in Jackson County, Missouri. The Saints 
would not always be confined to the Rocky Mountains. They were in- 
creasing continually, and the time was near at hand when land in Mis-. 
souri and other places would be obtained. Many thought that when 
Brigham Young died “Mormonism” would die out. The latter-day wor 
can never cease, nor be destroyed, for God is at the helm: The time is 
near at hand when the Gospel will be taken from the Gentiles ‘and : 
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to the Jews, The speaker encouraged the Riders in their labors, 

and exhorted them to renewed diligence. eS 3
